What greater be- 
nefit did ever happen to mankinde, then the birth of our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift ? and yet was his coming manifefted to us bya Star, 


[= far from my intention, to make the fignification of this 


or Comet, @c. the like whereof we have never read or heard of. 


And befides, we have feene in our Age, that if that Comet in 1618 
did defigne our ill to the Axffrian Family, as indeed it did ; yet the 
SwWedes did thereupon thrive ; and, before them, Berhlems Gabor 
Prince of Tranfilvania, attained to great efteem in the world, and 
enlarged his Patrimony. Ido willingly confent to ‘thofe words 
of that learned Phyfitian of our times, Dr. Brown, in the final! : 
but unparallel’d Piece of his, Relig. AZed, tol. 70. That thofe noble 
effenfesin heaven, beare afriendly regard to their fellow-natures on 
earth; and that (uch Iske Prodigtes as thefe, are the charitable Pre.

In which 
yeare, Florus Prefident of the Jewes was by them flaine. Panl 


Writes to Timothy. The Chriftians are warned by-a divine Ora- 


cle, and depart out of Perufalem. Boatice a Brisifa ‘Queene kil- 
leth Seventy thoufand Romanes. The Nazareni, a {curvic Sect, 
begun, that boafted much of Revelations and Vifions: About 
a yeare after,’ Nero was proclaimed enemy to the State of Rome.

L finde fome remarkable Obfervations in Plutarch after Eclip- 
fes; aS thefe s. At what time Pericles armed 150 Ships , and was 
ready to fet fail, an Eclipfe of the Sun happened, which being 
conceived to be ominous by fome., Pericles derided the Prognoe-. 
ftick : But fee the words following, Bue Pericles boyfing Sail 
notwithftanding, did ne notable or fheciall Service anfwerable to /a 
great an Army or Preparation ; for Which he Was deprived of bes 
Charge of Generall, &cc. and fined at fifteen Talents. 

In the Life of Pelopidas. you hall read, that upon his fecond 
Journey againft the Tyrant Alexander of Pheres, a great Eclipfe 
of the Sun was, caufing great darknefle at noon-day. You may 
read, fol.303. in Platarch, that Pelopidas wilfulneffe, contrary to 
the advice of fomein the Army, coft.him his life: for not onely 
thofe that were then: vetfed in Seothfaying, but his own Citi- 
zens, told him, That this Eclipfe did threaten the death of fome 
great Perfon like himfelf, gc. which his death exa@ly verified. 

You thall alfo read in the Life of. Nicias , That. inftantly after 
an Eclipfeof the Moon, the Syracufans overthrew the whol¢ 
Powerof the Arhenians by Sea 3. and he himielf, and Demofthc- 
wes, were taken Prifoners, and not long after loft their lives. 

During the Effcéts of. a Lanar Eclipfe, and upon fome pro» 
digious Sightsin the air, Dyonifius Tyrant of Syracufa was ene 
forced to fee, and that City , after 48 yeers, reftored to liberty. 
That was no weak Judgement.therefore that A4s/tas the Sooth- 
fayer refolutely delivered, upon fight thereof: AZy good friends, 
b: of good chear, and alfure your [elves that We fhalt propper ; for 
God duth forefoew us, by thx Sight We fee, shat fome one se os 
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chiefeft rhings now in bigheft place and dignity foal be eclipfed 
He that fhall pleafe but to perufe Leovitins de Conjunétioubys

And yet if examples of late yeers work any thing in us, we 
cannot forget that eminent Eclipfe in 1639, and in the meneth 
of May: Tam fure we were never quiet fince : It was fully 
vifiole in our Horizon.

Full defolation and deftruétion of man: For the Afcendant figni- 
fieth in generall, Mankinde, or Commonalty of every Nation.

Triplicity , doth fignifie and declare the deftru@tion of whole . 
Herds of Cattel, and their death: as alfo, fome famous King of 
Prince his Exile or Banifhment, his reftraint of liberty, or Cap=: 
tavity, whether you will ; asalfo, his Slaughter. : She 
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The Signe wherein this Eclipfe is, all men know, is of the 
forementioned Triplicity : its warning enough to be thus plain» 
ly deale withall. What 7mnctine faith of Kings, I fay of Nobles, 
great Peers, Knights, cc. Inter plebeios G potentiores odia, mu= 
tuas firsultates, aiffidia , magniexcercitus motum, Bella horrida, 
bominum ftrages, incendia, furta, rapinas & depopulationes. The 
Eclipfe denounceth rancour and malice betwixt the vulgar 
perfon, or Commonalty and great perfons , pretty difflembling 
with each other, difagreements in Opinion, the motion of 
feme great Army, horrible Wars, multitudes ef men flain, ma- 
ny curious Buildings burned to the ground, much Theevery, pil- 
lacing and plundering, many Towns, Villages and Countreys 
depopulated, or left naked ef Inhabitants. 

Shall our troubles be fo great, we fhall expect all thofe forena- 
med Miferies? 1 pray God divert his Fudgements, and make ws pe- 
witent, ere thefe threatned Adi/chicfs light on ovr heads. 

Again, Preguantium abortives ,acutas febres, epidemiam ob aéris 
aredinem G& caumata, frugum ficrilitatcm, C annone penuriam, in 
Regionibus precipue que Eclipfis Signo fubjiciuatur , exccllentem 
ssutationem.

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But the decay of Tillage Os eitlioniy 1s the lealt thing 
(though very confiderable) which is: intended by the Eclipfe : 
We mutt elevate our Conceptions ; men of an higher (train and 
condition areaimed at. Doth the Eagle catch at Flyes? Shall 
an Eclipfe ina Fiery Signe, anda Kingly Houfe, principally in- 
tend the vulgar man, or private Countrey-Gentleman ? No: 
Arma, Bella horrida,, Virumgue Cano, exc. In truth, there’s War, 
Famine, agrievous devonring and detru@ive Vengeance to be 
poured down upon fome unthankfull Families of Europe, of 
which, without doubt, fome live in our ewn Countrey of _Eng-. 
land, {omein Scotland, Many in Ireland: Upon what Houle, 
Man, or Family in particular, there Imut be Gent. . 

The Star in Caffiopeia, 1572. thofe many apparitions. 6f Co. 
mets fince,thofe unaccuftomed Sights in the Air,greater and leffer 
ConjunGtions of the Planets in the Fiery Trygon, multitude of: 
Eclipfes both Solar and Lunar » ate the fad Meffengers of the 
downfall of one,nay.I-fay of many egregious Families of Europe. 

Yet if my fearch into. the molt fecret Cabinet of Aftrologie 
doth not delude my impartiall Judgement., my more ferious 
Conceptions tell me, There's a Man or: a Family in Ezrope, is 
not far ftom attaining an excefle in Dominion and Soveraignty, 
Thetime of this. Mans growth, or Families, to fuch an height, 
draws on and neer ; the time is.not menfatable in dayes, or 
moneths, nor in Centuries of yeerss the unnaturall Warof ¢-

But I forget my felf I fee Sarura Lord ofthe third and Saye

Sregatim, Satur» hath.command, and reprefents old men, ever 
ry Common Clownor vulgar man, and every fick man, becaufe 
he is enemy to Nature. Now fuch manner of men fhall dic and 
perifh in whole companies or {warms. : 

Wo tothe man that digs the ground, and thinks to enrich 
himfelf py turning up fat furrows, or in expectation of thriving: 
Crops. 

Wo to that aged man that wants [trength to manage his feeble 
bedy in atime of fo much forrow as the Eclipfe faith is ap= 
proaching. 

When the daring or cruell Enemy comes neet us, what fhall 
theinfirm mando? neither ableto move or bemoved: Perifix 
he mult, flee hecannot ;. there’s no way affigned but death, yea,. 
although he was the fon of a father molt eminent. 

But againto the purpofe. Siin Revolverdo anno, Regui Stelia 
in fugno depreffionis inventa fuerit, magnus aliquis vir ex fiche ipl 
us natura mortetur: \Prol, Apho.31. In handling the Judgement’ 
or Revolution of a yeer, ifa Planet that is ufually taken for 
Lord of that Kingdom be in his depreffion, viz. Either in his. 
detriment or fall, fome great perfon of the nature of that Planet 
will die that yeer. 

Thisis like tobe fatallto-the Kingdom of England; for in 
Figura mundi, Saturn was in his fall. 

In this prefent Eclipfe, A¢ars, that hath ole dominion in the 
Afcendant and place eclipfed, is in his detriment. 

It cannot be the death of any vulgar or ordinary man, that is 
hereby intended 'to.befent to-another world. 

Mars reprefente-great perfons, principall Commanders in our: 
Armies as well asin His Majeftics. Truély I fear an eminent: 
Commander. 

Cavete viri, quifunt tangquans Princes. 

You that arein efteem like Princes, and domiheer like little 
Kings, beware every one of you, in every County and City ; you 
are {aid to begods, you fhall die like other men, cc, difgraced, 
odious, &c. 

Its:notone onelyman that is intended by the Heavens to-be

the mock of Fortune, and {corn of Mankinde ; there’sa fieni- 
fication of many, that are toundergoa very hard and unpleatant 
Doom, ere the Influence of this Eclipfe fhall have period, or the 
Portent of the three Suns be fully determined. 

Obfecro, mi Domine mitte, quem miffurus es. 

I may be derided for predicting fo much « butI rather langh 
at their folly , that, having been oft premonifhed , amend noe 
their lives,and endeavour Compofition of thefe unhappie Diffen- 
tions now too prevalent all over Chriftendom. 

What great one foever thou art of Exgland, ot of any Nation 
of Exrope, that halt the 28 or 27 of Leo afcending at thy birth, 
or the fame degree of Tanrus, Scorpio or Aquarius, to thee I fay, 
Thou art in great danger of death , or mighty difturbance in thy 
health, ere this Revolution of almoft two yeers be compleated. 
Iam not idle, but thou art mad, and out of thy wits, if thou 
docft not beware intime. 

Let us admit thou haft thefame degree culminating , look to 
thine Honour , Crown and Dignity , if thouarta King, thou 
fhalt affuredly receive blemifh in thy fame and eftimation, nor 
fhalt thou efcape without hazarding thy Crown,or moft fearful . 
{candals on thy Reputation. 

Haft thou the fame degrees afcending on the Cufpef the fe- 
venth? Art thou a King ? thou fhalt have War unlook’d for, 
enemies without number, domeftick and forreign , fhallinvade 
thee ; look to be plunged to purpofe, and to fuffer difcontent 
without period : thofeasdear unto thee as thy wife in thy bo- 
fom, fhall betray thee by indire€ counfels. 

Halt thou the faid degree upon the Cufp of the fourth houfe? 
Art thou Emperour of Coxftantinople ? Thy father left thee 
more Kingdoms then thou thalt leave thy fon: Lofe part of thy 
Dominions, I defirethee ; the Fates will haveit fo.

Is there any man hath the Sun or the Moon in the 28 degree 
of Leo or Aquarine at the time of his birth ? let him ponder 
thefe words of Piolomey, lib.2.cap.8, Sed periculofim in pri- 
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mis H inevitabile eff ft ipfe Ecliptscorum locorum partes aut oppof- 
te, coinciaerint cum cradibus alter utrius Luminum, quos genithe 
ra tempore poffederunt. The fenfe of which words runs thus 5 
That if an Eclipfe happenin that Eclipticall degree in which at 
the time of birtheither of the Lights, viz. Sunor Moon, were, 
its an argument (faith he) of fome danger at hand hardly to be 
avoided. 

Wecannot forget that fearfull loffe His Majeftie of Spain fut 
fered not long after the Eclipfe of the Sun in Geminis, 1639. 
Truely I fear that fame potent Prince mutt have another fuch like 
Brufli; for thethree Suns deth ina manner deliver fo much : 
And look carefully what Nation or Prince fuffered upon the In- 
fluence of that Eclipfe, fhall again by thefe three Suns apparition, 
in a more then miraculons way, if itbe poflible, be loaded 
with misfortune. 

Prodigies in Heaven, of Heaven,and from Heaven, appear not 
in vain: Eclipfes do ever forefhew fome notoriousand eminent 
matter neer hand, yea, in a moft peaceable feafon. 
The Courts of all Princes fhall beftricken dead with fear, 


‘horrour andamazement; Privy Gounfellours thall be trampled. 


down like dirt under our feet. 

In the Eaft, frona the Eaft, or fomewhat South-ealt,. thall che 
beginnings of fome miraculous Accidents have fome firkt life, 
motion and beginning. But thisis quite out of the Text. 

If, as the wileft men conceive, the Sun and Moon do govern: 
our body and fpirit,and fo moderate the Elements, that all men, 
even every vulgar perfon underftands it ; what fhall we then: 
think tobe more admired or formidable, then when we, upon 
afudden, fee thefe moft glorious Bodies obfcured, and their light: 
taken from our prefent fight 2? We may from thence imagine, 
fomewhat morethen ordinary is drawing on.

How wonderfull and eminent Defignes, Changes of For- 
tunes in theftates of great perfons is hereby to be expected, and 
thefe all over Ezrope, doubtlefie fuch things thall hereby come to 
pafle, as this Generation now living hath {carce been acquainted 
with the like. 

Heré’s mad work in hand : Kings and Lords clouded; Clowns 
and filly fellows climbing aloft: The world isalmoft turning 
Topfie-turvey. | 

What is the matter, that a fudden Affright fhall amaze the /ra- 
lian Princes ? They that ere-while thought of no fuch -thing, 
fhall now tremble for fear: So fhall Pampbilio the Pope fume 
to no purpofe, and be in as much danger by a Confpiracy at 
home, asif he were abroad, and amidftarude fort of enemies. 
Bat whether this Eclipfe fhall point out his death within the 
compafle of twoyeers, it little concerns me; nor if he be pre- 
fented with a Spanifh Fig, and die thereof, fhall my confcience 
beany thing troubled. 3 

I finde, upon thelaft Reftauration of Rome, 1506, that both 
Mars, Saturmy and the Dragons tail, were in Leone, in the fe- 
cond Honfe. ‘We have, inthe moneth of Azgu/f, atotall Eclipfe 
of the Meon, though not vifible in Ewrope, inthe 15 of Aqua- 
rius. Yadmonith the Prelaticall Tribe of Cardinals to provide 
good {tore of Money, and the Citizens of Rome to be no niggards 
of their purfes: A Famine isthreatnedtothem, and fome parts 
of Italy; anda fudden fire is like to defcend, tothe confuming 
of many ftately houfes: Neither do I pofitively affirm, that a 
{trong Intruder fhall walte part of Jealy, or fupplant fome very 
eood Families therein. I {ee plenty of Confults amenglt the 
Princes, fruitleffe Embaflages, variance upon Niceties, even to 
wearinefle, a giddinefle amongft wife people. Worthy men, 
you have moft admirable men amongft you , that yet keep a Trae 
ditionall learning amongft yon, as ancient as Hermes , whereby 
you may be better provided, Quid agendum. I love Italy, and 
am no Adahomeran. .
